GUYS KICKIN’ IT OLD-SCHOOL WITH STRAIGHT RAZORS

Austin Winston is discovering the lost art of the 
old-fashioned shave. 

Each day, the 21-year-old engineering student 
walks into the dormitory bathroom at the Illinois 
Institute of Technology toting a basket of shaving 
supplies reminiscent of his grandfather’s genera- 
tion: hand-held bowl, cotton washcloth, round bar 
of shaving soap, double-edged safety razor, stainless 
steel straightedge razor, badger-hair shaving brush 
and a good dose of patience. 

“You have to be really careful, because you pay 
for your mistakes,” said Winston, stretching the 
skin on his neck with his fingers and running a 
straightedge razor across his throat. “You know 
you’re doing it right when you know the blade is on 
your skin, but you don’t feel it. It’s cool.” 

Winston is part of a growing cadre of shaving afi- 


cionados turning to the Internet to learn 
what the convenience-driven, throwaway 
era of their fathers never taught them. 
Rather than standing at bathroom sinks next to 
their dads, the men are sitting in front of comput- 
ers watching YouTube videos and shaving blogs that 
demonstrate the intricacies of traditional shaves: 
how to properly hold a safety razor, techniques for 
building a good lather and even a 22-step break- 
down of the anatomy of a straight razor. 

Although traditional wet shaving is a niche mar- 
ket, it is gaining so much momentum that Procter & 
Gamble’s Gillette— with 70 percent of the market, 
it’s the king of disposable razors— has jumped into 
the game. Since P&G acquired the Art of Shaving 
in 2009, the New York-based shaving boutique and 
product line has become the fastest-growing brand 
in P&G’s beauty and grooming division, company 
spokesman Damon Jones said. 

P&G has been pouring money into expanding 
the Art of Shaving’s retail presence, once primar- 


ily confined to high-end department stores such 
as Saks Fifth Avenue and Marshall Field’s on State 
Street. 

The past two years, the number of Art of Shav- 
ing stores has doubled to 63, and more than half 
have a barbershop inside where men can get an 
old-fashioned hot shave. The wood-paneled stores 
sell $45 shaving soaps in teak bowls, and $150 bad- 
ger brushes in an atmosphere reminiscent of a 
19th-century English barbershop. 

Traditional wet shaving got a big boost last year 
when Cincinnati-based P&G launched a national 
advertising campaign, Art of Shaving’s first since it 
was founded in 1996, touting the “brotherhood of 
shaving.” 

Plans call for the company to operate 70 stores 
by the end of next year and to roll out pop-up, or 
temporary, shops in urban markets, Jones said. Art 
of Shaving’s first pop-up store opened Nov. 15 at 
11 N. FaSalle St., where it is slated to operate 
through Jan. 15.

Pride Parade back to 
rocking a noon start

Chicago Pride Parade organizers, Aid. Tom 
Tiinney (44th) and church officials have 
reached an agreement to move the annual 
march back to its noon start time after lead- 
ers at Our Lady of Mount Carmel Church in 
Boystown voiced concern a new route and 
time would interfere with services. 

In a joint statement released late Wednes- 
day, Tinney and parade organizers said a com- 
promise was reached. When parade organiz- 
ers announced in October that the parade’s 
route and time had changed, with the parade 
starting at 10 a.m., church officials said the 
route would make it difficult for parishioners 
to attend mass June 24, a Sunday 

Talks between the church and other offi- 
cials ensued. 

“Some people like the change, some peo- 
ple didn’t,” Pride parade coordinator Rich- 
ard Pfeiffer said of the decision, which was 
reached last week. Pfeiffer said the original 
decision to hold the parade earlier was in- 
tended, in part, to curb drinking during the 


event, but “good faith” talks led to the deci- 
sion to keep the parade at its original noon 
start time. He also added that in the future, 
he would like to see an earlier start to the pa- 
rade. 

“Everyone agreed that they didn’t want to 
see this parade canceled,” Max Bever, director 
of communications for Tinney’s office, said, 
adding that the office didn’t want to see issues 
like overindulgence and safety concerns that 
shuttered the South Side St. Patrick’s Day pa- 
rade shut down the Pride parade. 

Bever said the new, longer route for the pa- 
rade will help police and fire officials keep a 
better eye on crowds. 

“Having one direct route will be easier for 
police to monitor open containers as well,” 
he said. ‘At the very least, this new route will 
present an opportunity to keep a lid on it, so 
to speak.” 

Rev Thomas E. Srenn, who heads the 
church, said he was happy with the outcome. 

“Everyone at the table believes we reached 
a reasonable and good solution,” he said.

“Yusniar was able to save her 
two other children, but she and the rest of the 
family eventually had to resign themselves to 
the notion that Wati was lost as she never re- 
turned nor had anybody in the neighborhood 
seen her again dead or alive.” 

The now teenage Wati was spotted in a coffee 
shop near her home in West Aceh, Indonesia.

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‘Zoo’ a touchy, feely film 


I’m obviously a softie. 

Why? Because I 
recognize that director/ 
co-writer Cameron 
Crowe’s “We Bought A 
Zoo,” largely fictional- 
ized from Benjamin 
Mee’s memoir, packs 
in so much heavy- 
handed emotion that 
the sentence “You may 
not leave until you get 
a tear in your eye!” may 
as well appear on the 
screen. And yet, the 
PG-rated film connected with me— schmaltz 
and all. 

Matt Damon stars as Benjamin, who pur- 
chases a Southern California zoo to provide 
a huge change of scenery following the death 
of his wife (Stephanie Szostak of “Dinner for

Schmucks”). Not only does this rid Benjamin 
of the neighborhood mothers who present 
him with sympathy lasagnas — one woman 
clearly wants to cheer him up with more than 
lasagna— but it offers a chance for 14-year-old 
Dylan (Colin Ford) and seven-year-old Rosie 
(Maggie Elizabeth Jones) to share their ex- 
reporter dad’s longtime fondness for adventure. 

Actually Dylan’s not that keen on being so 
far from his friends, but a budding flirtation 
with Lily (Elle Fanning), an underwritten char- 
acter who works on the zoo premises, keeps 
him occupied. 

Lily’s cousin, a zookeeper named Kelly, 
is played by Scarlett Johansson, so you can 
probably guess that the romantic possibilities 


between she and Benjamin are more than zero. 

Too often, Crowe goes for cutesy when sweet 
will do, and several very Crowe-esque songs 
(Temple of the Dog’s “Hunger Strike,” Neil 
Young’s “Cinnamon Girl”) don’t mix with the 
rest of the film’s music by Sigur Ros frontman 
Jonsi. 

Still, I can’t resist some of Crowe’s well- 
meaning details, whether it’s Benjamin lament- 
ing that “whatever” is recent history’s laziest 
word or teaching his kids about the power that 
comes from 20 seconds of courage. 

Damon is exceptional when Benjamin navi- 
gates his own grief and his relationship with his 
children, and Thomas Haden Church is hilari- 
ous as Benjamin’s brother, who advises him to 
stretch himself but “stop just before zebras get 
involved.” “We Bought a Zoo” spends most of 
its time manipulating the heartstrings, but I’d 
be lying if I said it didn’t succeed in moving 
mine.

llll At one point in the joy- 
•••• ous French silent film, 
“The Artist,” former American 
silent movie star George Valentin 
(Cannes best actor winner Jean 
Dujardin) receives a compliment 
that kills him: “My father is a big 
fan.” That’s because it’s the early 
1930s, talkies have taken over, and 
unlike Gene Kelly in “Singin’ in the 
Rain,” George hasn’t adapted to 
the changing industry. At all. 

Instead, he’s watched as Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo, irresist- 
ible), whose first brush with fame 
occurs when she stumbles onto 
the red carpet George walks, has 
climbed the ranks from extra to 
star to full-fledged cinema darling. 

This delightful, beautifully acted 
ode to old Flollywood-co-starring 
John Goodman, James Cromwell 
and Penelope Ann Miller-may 
occasionally feel like a clever, 
conventionally plotted gimmick, 
replicating rather than reinvent- 
ing. (Backlash against the film is 
already wildly out of control.) 

Yet, writer-director Michel 
Hazanavicius loads “The Artist” 
with magical, romantic moments- 
whether it’s George and Peppy 
dancing together longer than 
they’re supposed to during filming 
or speaking to each other through 
the movies they make separately. 
It’s in service of a plenty relevant 
message about people who let 
fans convince them and their egos 
that they’re big-time celebrities. 

Stardom is arbitrary, but folks 
with character know the differ- 
ence between the face in the pa- 
per and the face in the mirror.

A fairy tale goes to 
battle, nobody wins 


“War Horse” deserves 
every award it receives 
for Best Horse Actor 
of the year. Oth- 
erwise, this long, 
broadly sentimental 
drama from Steven 
Spielberg plays like 
the pretty movie you feel you’re supposed 
to like but know, deep down, it bored and 
totally bugged you. 

Back in the days, apparently before horses 
pooped, no one thinks Joey the horse can 
even properly plow a field. Shows what 
those early 20 th century English folk know: 
Turns out Joey’s an indestructible horse of 
nature, who laughs (not literally) in the face 
of bullets, barbed wire and countless changes 
of ownership. So, as Joey’s sold into WWI 
battle and passed from soldier to soldier to 
cute little girl to soldier, “War Horse,” which 
opens Sunday follows every human who falls 
for Joey’s beloved horsiness— he displays 
nothing special in the personality depart- 
ment— and looks down on any jerk who 
doesn’t think horses are the greatest ever. 

We already know Spielberg (“Saving 
Private Ryan”) can nail a war film, and one 
late battle sequence astounds in ways that

the rest of “War Horse” never does. Based on 
a children’s novel later adapted for the stage, 
the story reduces characters to saints and 
devils, most absurdly in a scene in which a 
struggling horse brings astoundingly amiable 
enemies together. 

The script by Richard Curtis and Lee Hall 
gives little depth to young Albert Jeremy 
Irvine), who gawks at and raises Joey, or the 
other folks who briefly come into contact 
with him. Shouldn’t we follow Albert’s efforts 
to find his pet, not what’s going on with the 
horse, who (thankfully) can’t talk or under- 
stand what’s happening? 

Rather than explore the agonies of war 
and resilience of the bond between humans 
and animals and humans and humans, “War 
Horse” creates a twinkly, violent legend that 
sometimes feels like “Inglourious Softies.” 

So hollow and misguided is the film’s 
combination of fairy tale and war, in fact, 
you expect “War Horse” to close by telling 
us, “Joey was a hero to the English and the 
Germans alike, and he went on to kill three 
Nazi generals.”

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'Artist* creator Hazanavicius loves sound of silents 



The Seattle Times 

It’s the most unlikely awards contender of the 
movie year: “The Artist,” a loving tribute to Hol- 
lywood’s silent-film era, is black-and-white, free 
of dialogue (almost), and written and directed by 
a Frenchman previously best known for a colorful 
i950s-era spy spoof. 

“The Artist” arrives in theaters Friday after 
charming audiences at major film festivals since its 
debut in Cannes last spring. 

“I loved the format,” its creator, Michel Ha- 
zanavicius, said in near-flawless English, of silent 
movies. “The audience really participates in the 
storytelling process. That makes something very 
special in the way you {as an audience member] 
stick with the story— you do half the job, you cre- 
ate the voices, you create the dialogue, and you do 
it with your own words, your own reference. That 
makes the movie closer to you.” 

Immersing himself in silent movies, Hazanavi- 
cius came up with a story set in the waning days of 
Hollywood’s silent era: A famous actor (Jean Dujar- 
din) watches his career fade with the arrival of talk- 
ies, as a young ingenue (Berenice Bejo) becomes a 
starlet. He wrote the roles specifically for Dujardin 
and Bejo, but knew that the movie he was envision- 
ing was particularly American. 


“I thought, with a story about Hollywood, peo- 
ple will connect with that story all over the world 
because Hollywood is much more than America. 
Hollywood belongs to the entire world. It’s like the 
Eiffel Tower.” 

American actors were added to the cast— John 
Goodman, James Cromwell, Penelope Ann Mill- 
er— and the roster was completed by an American 
dog: Uggie, a Jack Russell terrier recently seen in 


the film “Water for Elephants.” (“I know he steals 
the movie,” says Hazanavicius, smiling.) 

Hazanavicius notes a difference between the 
way American and European audiences experi- 
ence his film. U.S. crowds laugh louder, “so there’s 
an energy in the theater that we don’t have in Eu- 
rope,” he said. “I think here, it’s not just about be- 
ing funny When {American audiences] have plea- 
sure, they laugh, they express that joy”
